Persons wishing to increase their store 
of information on almost any topic will find these volumes to be 
an invaluable aid. ‘lhe longer articles were written by specialists, 
and are thoroughly up to date. 


A library cannot be said to be on a good foundation until it 
has a good set of books of reference and a catalogue of all the 
books belonging to it. We are now supplied with both of these 
useful things, and both will be useful for years to come. 

Thirty-seven volumes have been rebound, and are in much 
better condition so far as the binding is concerned than when they 
were new. ‘The Youth’s Companion,” owing to some person’s 
generosity, is now to be found in the library, and is a welcome 
addition. 


It is good to know that the library is being so well patronized, 
but it would be still more gratifying if more use were made of the 
excellent volumes of history, biography and travel, which the 
library contains, to say nothing of special works, valuable to the 
farmer, and of interest to all who have a scientific turn of mind. 
It is admitted by thinking people that the sort of literature re- 
ferred to is better adapted tc the formation of right habits of 
thought and conduct than novels. 

Vhe library should be one of the educational forces in the 
community, and, while it furnishes entertainment to many, its pur- 
pose is to instruct as well as to amuse. It is a bad sign when the 
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reading public confines itself almost wholly to fiction. ‘This is: 
not saying that one receives no benefit from reading a good novel 
occasionally ; the harm arises from reading nothing but novels to 
the neglect of more solid works which stimulate thought, and be- 
come “like iron in the blood.” 

The town has always been ready to give the library its hearty 
support, and it is hoped that the same wise policy may be adhered. 
to in making appropriations for the coming year.

REPORT..OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


SCHOOL NO. I, FIRST DIVISION: 


With the exception of one term, Miss. Galloupe has taught 
this school three successive years. Her ways of discipline and 
methods of instruction are among the best. She guides with a 
firm and steady hand. While aiming to teach her pupils arith- 
metic, she tries to have them think for themselves. If they are 
reciting a language lesson it is made practical; and lessons in 
geography and history are so varied as to prevent monotony, or the 
acquiring Of impressions that all there is to be known on a 
given subject is found in one book. 

SECOND DIVISION. 

This school has been under Miss Hazelton’s care six years. 
For which reason the children know, from their first entrance into 
the school room, that they are there for a purpose. ‘lhe teacher 
tries to make all other things secondary to school work, and the 
children follow her example. Good order, wisely chosen, well 
committed pieces and prompt recitations, may be counted on at 
the close of each term. | 

NO. 2. 

The summer term completed, the second year of Miss Sleep- 
-er’s work where she won the respect of parents and good will of 
the children. Her career, as a teacher of eighteen years’ exper- 
ience, is well and favorably known ; and many will be the regrets 
that she is soon to retire from the field. 
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Miss Anderson, another teacher of long experience and a 
great enthusiast in school work, was employed for the fall term. 
“She labored eight weeks with untiring faithfulness-for the benefit 
of her pupils, and then infermed the board that, on account of 
her sister’s illness, she must resign. 

Miss Piper, a graduate of Coe’s Academy, Class of ’94, took 
the vacant place and tried in her quiet way to do all she could 


‘the remaining seven weeks. 


NO. 3. 

This school opened under the instruction of Mrs. Lizzie S. 
Hooke, who has taught in town nearly every term for thirty years, 
with no apparent abatement of zeal, energy and, loving interest 
in every individual member of her school. At the close of the 
summer term she resigned and Miss Sleeper was appointed to fill 
the vacancy, but she was obliged to leave at the end of ten weeks 
to care for her father, and Miss Carrie E. Foss, a graduate ot San- 
born Seminary, Class of 95, with two years’ experience in the 
largest school in Sandown, was chosen for her successor. Miss 
Foss is a teacher who is willing to insist on good order and _ fair 
recitations, well knowing that very little real progress can be ex- 
pected under any other circumstances. 


NO. 5. 


Miss McKean taught her fourth term in the summer, and had 
the pleasure of hearing a visitor say examination day that she had 
not heard a word of fault found. Her return in the fall would 
have been gladly welcomed, but she was drawn elsewhere by a 
higher salary, and Miss Etta S. Chase taught the other two terms. 
At an impromptu examination near the close of the winter term, 
the children made very creditable recitations. Miss Chase evi- 
aiently believes in putting things into their heads rather than into 
mote-books. . . 3 


Miss Morse’s thorough work during a four years’ course at 
Pinkerton Academy make her eminently qualified for higher posi- 
tions than the two she has had in this town. Besides exceilent 
work in the usual round of classes, some very interesting general 
exercises were presented at the close of the fall term. It is. 
always desirable to have enough of such things to spice the regu- 
lar routine of each day. ’ 


NO. 7. 


The past year Miss Follansbee has put her Normal Schoo! 
training to good practical: use. She works with a will, inspiring 
the children to'do likewise. Examinations showed very com- 
mendable progress in different lines of study, singing included, to. 
say nothing of what they have done to beautify the school room. 
and yrounds. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


We wish to say a few words to parents in regard to the duties 
they owe the cause of education and their children. : 

To parents belong the responsibility of sending children to 
school, seeing that they are there in season, and remain there dur- 
ing school hours. 

Order, obedience and regularity should first be taught at 
home ; then children should be sent to school with instructions to 
obey the teacher’s rules and support herin every possible way. It is a 
fact, universally admitted, that children who receive proper and. 
judicious training from their parents require little punishment and 
correction from teachers, whilé if an opposite course is pursued 
and children are upheld in disobeying the teacher, the result is 
more or less trouble for all concerned. 
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It is of the utmost importance that boys and giris learn right 
from wrong, truth from falsehood and loyalty from rebellion. 


With a few parents we fear discipline is more beautiful in 
theory than in practice; some do not tolerate the correction of 
children at school as they should. How apparently ready they 
often are to believe some idle report, without any knowledge or 
investigation in regard to the facts of the case. 


Visits of parents to our schools are less frequent than they 
ought to be to have a fair understanding of the work that is being 
done. ‘There is some danger of their being mistaken as to the 
conduct of children abroad, even if they do mind and do well at 
home ; whenever they do the same at school it is a great help to 
the teacher, especialty if they happen to be among the larger pu- 
.pils ; but, on the other hand, if they th.nk they have some govern- 
ing power and undertake to influence and run the school, the best 
results cannot be expected. 


A few parents have taken their children from school the past 
year for some trifling correction, and others, without any cause 
whatever known to the committee, have done the same, and thus. 
deprived them of their schooling. ‘There have been instances. 
when parents have expressed their dislike to the teacher in pres- 
ence of children before said teacher entered upon her duties. 
Such things would seldom occur if parents and teachers were bet- 
ter acquainted. | 

The chief object of our schools is to prepare boys and girls. 
for the duties of citizenship. In a government by the people it is 
_ necessary that each citizen should be able to do his own thinking. 
Seeing that we have no king to manage our public affairs it is es- 
sential that each voter should have the intelligence of a king and 
even a larger stock of moral fibre than some kings have had. 


Therefore our fathers established the system of common 
schools. ‘They purposed that even in remote country districts. 
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each child might be taught to read, and so gain access to the his- 
tories of other nations. By comparing these with the history of 
his own country he would learn, not only where our government 
is strong, but where our weakness lies and the remedy for the 
same. ‘The ability on the part of each child to read the Scriptures 
for himself would be still another consideration having weight 
with the founders of our common schools. 


Moreover children are taught to write in our schools that 
they may know how to express their thoughts to those with whom 
they have not the opportunity to speak. ‘They are taught how to 
‘arrange words and sentences in an orderly way, so as to be readi- 
ly understood. ‘They learn, also, something about the earth we 
inhabit, and as much of mathemetics as they are likely to need in 
‘business transactions. ‘Thus a foundation is laid for seif culture’ 
in case the child desires to excel. 


Now this growth in intelligence is supposed to be the mazx 
xcason why a child is sent to school, but it is not so.’ For unless 
a pupil has something besides intelligence, unless he leaves school 
with good morals combined with his sharpened wits, the more of 
ca scoundrel he will be. So along with instruction in the rudiments 
of Jearning the child is taught obedience and selt control. He is 
taught that a he is wseng. He is taught to use the divine Name 
«vith reverence,and it is not difficult to perceive that unless a child 
is taught these things he cannot be a good citizen. More than this 
the child must learn to act with regard to his teacher and school- 
mates, doing always unto them as he would be done by were he in 
their place. It is true that much depends upon the teacher,for,as a 
great thinker has said, ‘the noblest influence on earth is that ex- 
erted on character.’”’ Here is the teachers’ wonderful opportunity : 
each boy and girl is to have power after school days are over, and 
it devolves to a very considerable extent upon the teacher to see 
that this power throughout all the future shall be directed in a wise 
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and intelligent manner. ‘The moral success or failure of those 
pupils in no small measure depends upon her. ‘Therefore she 
deserves two things: First, the profound sympathy of the com- 
munity in which she is at work, and, second, a more liberal sup- 
port financially than she is accustomed to receive. For having 
spent money and time in getting an education, and in considera- 
tion of the vast responsibility resting upon her, she ought to re- 
ceive as much, at any rate, as she could do, if she were employed 
in a shoe shop or cotton mill.
